MONTENEGRO. 


H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Cettinje reports that a law has been 
passed empowering the Government to grant a 
Drainage Work. concession to a foreign company for the reclama- 
tion and exploitation of about 8,000 acres of 
swampy land between Dulcigno and the Boyana river. The 
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Government may buy out the concessionaire at any time after the 
fifteenth year from the date of beginning the work of draining. 
The land in question, part of the delta of the Boyana, is at present, 
adds H.M. Chargé d’Affaires, swampy and unhealthy; it is well 
situated, however, being easily accessible from Antivari, Scutari 
and 8. Giovanni di Medua, the proposed terminus of the Danube- 
Adriatic Railway. When drained and cultivated, it is capable of 
becoming one of the most fertile parts of the Principality.

A. Eyres) now reports that a Bill has been 
passed by the Chamber of Deputies, and only requires the assent 
of the Senate and of the Sultan (which will almost certainly be 
granted), to grant the concession to Nazif Effendi, assistant 
surveyor at the prefecture of Constantinople, and M. Azem, a 
French subject. The concessionaires undertake to lend to the 
Turkish Government 12,500,000 franes (500,000/.) for the con- 
struction of a 40 kiloms. (about 25 miles) branch railway to Salt 
from the Hedjaz railway, and of a harbour at Haiffa: they have 
preferential rights as regards the work of construction. No 
company, adds H.M. Consul-General, has yet been formed to take 
over the concession. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Adrianople (Major L. L. R. Samson) on the trade of that district 
in 1909, which will shortly be issued :-— 

Bulgaria would appear to have enjoyed practically a monopoly of 
the Adrianople import of flour, which amounts

The candles imported are chiefly Dutch, and are put up in boxes 
Candles weighing 73 kilogs., and containing 30 packets 

of 8 candles each. The candles weigh 31} 

9d. to 
36s. 8d. per cwt.) c.i.f. Dedeagatch. A certain number of French 
candles are also sold. Local merchants seem to attach very little 
importance to quality, and a grade inferior to that at present used 
at Adrianople would probably command a sale.

During 1908 large quantities of grey cotton cloth were purchased 

by the military authorities, who used the better

qualities for linings, &c. During 1909, however, 

in consequence it is understood of instructions from Constantinople, 

American ‘‘ Cabot A” was purchased in lieu of the British material. 
The loss to British trade by the change is estimated at 10,0000. 


Trade in soft goods and shirtings has been very slack, the scarcity 
Soft Goods: of money having greatly reduced the demand 
a ws for such goods. ‘The total imports of shirtings 


Shirtings. amounted only to 3,0001. 


The demand for satins has been a very small one, sales being 
equally divided between British and Italian 


Satins. goods. 


It is somewhat difficult to estimate the amount of the import of 

Tea and Coffee. for use at Adrianople, the trade being 

‘chiefly in the hands of grocers who purchase 

in small quantities from Constantinople. About 150 cases are 

annually imported directly from England. The consumption of 

tea must be large, as it almost entirely replaces coffee as a beverage 
during the winter months. 

The coffee trade is mainly Austro-Hungarian, and amounts to 
about 13,000/. yearly. ‘The qualities chiefly in demand are those 
known as “Rio” and “Santos.” Importation takes place vid Trieste 
and Dedeagatch. A certain proportion is also imported from Italy, 
probably about 60 tons, valued at some 3,000/. 


The matches in use in the Adrianople district were at one time 

entirely of Austro-Hungarian manufacture, but 

Matches. Belgian houses succeeded in 1908 in introduc- 

ing an article which has well held its own, with the result that 

40 per cent. of the trade is now in Belgian hands. The total 

imports amounted in value to about 2,000/. Austro-Hungarian 

terms of payment are rather more favourable, a discount of 3 per 
cent. for cash being allowed. 


The demand for cotton oil, which arose in 1908, dropped only 
slightly in 1909. The total imports for the 

Cotton Oil. latter year amounted to 160,000 kilogs., a 
against 180,000 kilogs. for the former; 30 per cent. of the oil 
imported has been from the United States.

SIAM. 

The British Acting Consul at Bangkok (Mr. W. N. Dunn) has 
Exhibition at furnished the following particulars relative to 
Bangkok the native products shown at the exhibition of 
agriculture and commerce held at that place 

this year from 18th to 28th April :— 
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At this exhibition were shown rice; machinery, chiefly for 
agricultural purposes; and miscellaneous exhibits of the products 
and manufactures of Siam. 

Of the samples of rice exhibited, many are said to have been of 
high class, especially those from the Bangkok and Nakonchaisee 
districts. The rice millers of the committee of judges considered 
that they were almost on a level with the best Patna, and that there 
are evidently great possibilities for the future if the cultivators 
take care to grow only the best kind. 

From the experimental farm, both cigars and pipe tobacco—sun- 
cured but unfermented—of Siamese, Sumatra, and Havana seed, 
were shown. 

Samples of cotton from the farm were also exhibited, 
and it is said that in thickness and length the _ staple 
compared favourably with some of the best cotton of foreign 
countries. It is hoped that an export trade in both tobacco and 
cotton will result from the experiments made. ‘The preparation 
of yarn and the process of weaving Siamese cotton cloth were 
shown at the exhibition. 

Considerable space was devoted to the work of the Sericulture 
Department. For some years past the Siamese Government have 
been endeavouring to foster the manufacture of silk by obtaining 
the right kind of mulberry tree and by improving the breed of the 
Siamese worm by cross-breeding with Japanese worms. As a 
result it is said that the length of thread produced from the 
average Siamese cocoon is always between 200 and 300 metres. 
Worms and cocoons were shown at the exhibition, and also reeling 
machines and the finished product of the looms—cloths of Siamese 
silk. 

Among the Siamese manufactures exhibited may be mentioned 
—soda and other aerated waters, furniture of good design and finish, 
samples of marble and granite, artistic silver work, and _ toilet 
soap and ordinary mottled soap, the last mentioned made in one 
of the small factories established last year in Bangkok. This soap, 
which is made by hand machines, is claimed to be able successfully 
to compete with the imported article. 

Among the exhibits of minerals were tin, nickel ore, limestone, 
gold-quartz, rubies, sapphires, jasper, agate, and porphyry.

articles. Several British, German and American firms also 
exhibited, the fair offering an excellent opportunity of advertising 
foreign goods. 

It is possible that the fair will be made an annual spring 
function, but no definite decision has yet been arrived at on this 
point. It may be anticipated, says H.M. Consul, that any definite 
announcement will be made so late as to preclude merchants in 
foreign countries from sending their goods to Chungking in time 
for the fair, and consequently any British merchant desiring to 
exhibit, in the event of the fair being held again, would do well 
to arrange with a foreign firm at Chungking to act on his behalf. 

The name of a British firm at Chungking who might undertake 
to act on behalf of firms in the United Kingdom may be obtained, 
and a précis translation of the regulations under which the fair was 
held this year seen, by British firms at the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 


CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving contidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Hitherto no charge has been 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “‘ Board of Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since Ist April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for 
the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the ‘ Journal,” as previously, 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to .the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Nore.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade (see notice on p. 460).

The duties of the Trade Commissioners (each of whom is assisted 
by a staff of local correspondents at important centres of the 
respective Dominions) are to advise the Board of Trade of any 
opportunities which may offer (in the form of contracts open to 
tender, or in any other way) for the development of British trade 
in the Dominions to which they are accredited ; and to report from 
time to time (if necessary by telegraph) on all other matters of 
commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties and 
regulations, financial and trade conditions, foreign competition, 
changes in regard to means of transport, legislation affecting trade 
and commerce, and similar matters. Some part of the information 
so received is (at the discretion of the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch) distributed in the manner described on p. 431 under the 
heading ‘“‘ Confidential Information.” 

The Commissioners (as well as the local correspondents—a list 
of whom was given in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 27th 
January, 1910, p. 210) are authorised to reply, so far as possible, to 
all inquiries which may be addressed to them directly by British 
traders and manufacturers ; but it is advisable that all such requests 
for information should in the first instance be addressed to the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, as much valuable time may often 
be saved thereby. The Branch is frequently in a position to give 
the desired information at once, and in other cases the inquiry is 
immediately forwarded to the proper Commissioner to be dealt with.

A. D. C. Agnew) states that, owing to the very large number of 
catalogues that Natal buyers receive, there is little likelihood of 
attention being given to those sent unless full information is given 
in them in a convenient and striking form. Catalogues should be 
well-bound, with the names of the issuing firms printed on the 
back ; they can then be conveniently arranged on a bookshelf and 
easily picked out when wanted. It would be well to have included 
in the catalogues prices with the discounts marked.

Turkey, Adrianople—-The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul at Adrianople (Major L. L. R. Samson) on 
the trade of that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

Although, in common with that of other countries, British trade 
has necessarily suffered from the prevailing depression, it still 
continues to improve. This fact is attributable largely to the 
military contracts which British houses have been successful in 
obtaining, and partly also to the regular payment of the military 
officers, who are well aware of the superiority of British goods, and 
prefer them to any others. 

The most important feature of the commercial year has been the 
placing of a large number of contracts by the military authorities, 
who have displayed great activity in the equipment of the army. 
These contracts have included military cloth (khaki and grey), 
khaki drill, boots, iron bedsteads, ‘“‘ cabot,” saddlery, &c. (see also 
pp. 425-6), anda large proportion of them was obtained by British 
firms. ‘The authorities have on several occasions expressed their 
complete satisfaction with all the British goods supplied, and in 
particular with the cloth. 

The importance of sending commercial travellers to the 
Adrianople district has been insisted on in previous reports, 
but the attention of British firms may once more be directed to this 
point. German and Austro-Hungarian travellers are constantly 
to be met with, and the same considerations which weigh 
with the houses they represent should appeal to British manu- 
facturers desirous of extending their trade. The number of 
British travellers visiting the district has certainly increased 
during the past year, and the experience of one energetic man 
in particular who, not content with visiting Adrianople only, 
took in a number of minor towns on his tour, should be highly 
encouraging to firms who may contemplate sending a representative 
to follow hisexample. The traveller in question, introducing a class 
of goods previously quite unknown at Adrianople, was successful in 
obtaining orders in all the principal towns. It is imperative that 
travellers visiting the district should speak French; in the smaller 
towns a knowledge of Greek is an advantage. Very few traders 
speak only Turkish. 
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Next in importance to sending a commercial traveller is the 
appointment of a good local agent, whose duties should include 
keeping the firm he represents in touch with local requirements. 
The full benefit of the market is only to be obtained by a careful 
study, of these. Articles which are quite unsaleable if offered in the 
form in which they are used in the United Kingdom will frequently 
command a good sale if modified in certain particulars. The question 
of agents is admittedly a difficult one.. There are numbers of per- 
sons anxious to represent British firms, but really reliable agents are 
scarce. This fact need not, however, deter firms from establishing 
a connection, provided care is taken in the selection of an agent, 
in which matter the assistance of the Consulate may by sought with 
advantage. 

The establishment of something in the nature of an exhibition 
of British goods would undoubtedly result in an increase of trade, 
but the purchasing power of the district does not justify the leasing 
of a room and the engaging of a clerk for this purpose. Samples 
however, might be sent to agents, with instructions to keep them 
in view. Catalogues do not make the same appeal to retail mer- 
chants as samples of the articles themselves. A prominent German 
agent has already established 2 dep6t where may be seen all kinds 
of articles manufactured in Germany. 

Where catalogues are sent they should be in French, weights 
and measurements being in kilogs., metres, &c., and prices in 
francs. Where a quotation is asked for it should be given c.if 
Dedeagatch, and not f.o.b. London or Liverpool, as is usually the 
case. The usual terms of payment are from four to six months 
from date of invoice, or a discount of from 3 to 5 per cent. for 
payment on arrival of consignment.

Mexico, Vera Cruz.—The following information is from the report 
by H.M. Consul at Vera Cruz (Mr. L. J. Nunn) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

The Mexican market is receiving more attention at the hands of 
British exporters. During the last two years, especially in the city 
of Mexico, several British firms have decided on opening offices in 
order to get the benefit of direct representation, which is generally 
conceded to be the only way, not only further to extend trade, 
but also to hold such trade as is possessed. British firms, it is 
stated by those who have resided any length of time in Mexico, 
have had considerable difficulty to contend with through not having 
representatives there. 

There is no question that British machinery especially is making 
great headway. Progress isnot confined to any one particular branch, 
but. it would seem that the excellence of the work of British manu- 
facturers is becoming better appreciated by the Mexican public 
at large. The fact that the management of the capital invested in 
Mexico was not in the hands of British subjects has been a con- 
siderable handicap to contend against, as it was only natural 
that managers of other nationalities should prefer to place their 
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orders where they have always been accustomed to do so, instead of 
giving them to a British firm for a type of machine strange to 
them. 

In general, the catalogue is of very little value as a means of 
getting trade, the more so since only one or two per cent. of the 
catalogues that reach the Consulate are printed in Spanish, the 
rest being in English with English weights and measures and 
values. Catalogues are useful in following up an established 
trade, but their initiatory power is very small, and the Consul 
believes that at Vera Cruz they are productive of little or no 
good, excepting when distributed by the personal representative 
of the manufacturer. The traveller readily learns the needs and 
requirements of the country, and as a new-comer he can very 
often pick up a good deal of information by a visit to Consular 
officers in the different districts. The catalogue is a mere matter 
of chance ; the traveller produces lasting returns. 

Since so many articles of hardware imported through the port of 
Vera Cruz are unclassified, and figure under the general heading of 
“Manufactured goods,” exact figures as to the amount imported 
from each country of any particular class are unavailable. It is 
satisfactory to find, however, from enquiries made of local hardware 
dealers, that British hardware, when placed on the shelves beside 
that of other countries, is generally a superior and more popular 
article. The difference in price has always been the greatest 
obstacle to be overcome. 

A very serious cause of complaint on the part of merchants in 
Vera Cruz is that a great number of letters coming from the 
United Kingdom only carry a ld. stamp, with the result that 
the addressees are compelled to pay a postage penalty of dd. per 
4 oz. or fraction thereof. ‘The error causes a good deal of irritation, 
especially as it will be repeated time after time, even when the 
receiver has gone so far as to send back an envelope as an intimation 
of the oversight. The same error is frequently made also in 
posting bulky advertising matter.

Brazil, Cuyab4.—The British Vice-Consul at Cuyaba (Mr. 
J. L. H. Atkinson) writes strongly to advise British exporters 
against quoting prices free Cuyabé. To do this would mean either 
an excessive covering price or a serious loss to the vendors. The 
Custom house is situated at Corumba, and thence goods have to be 
transhipped into small launches for Cuyabd, some six to fifteen 
days’ journey up river, according to the state of the water. All 
these launches, with the exception of the mail boats of the 
Brazilian Lloyd Company, are privately owned, and no fixed tariff 
for freight is available; a fair average freight might be one milreis 
per aroba (about 4s. 3d. per cwt.), while during the dry months, 
August, September and October, this rate would be doubled. 

British firms in general, doing business in the Cuyabé district, 
would do well to: quote prices c.i.f. Monte Video only; all the 
important firms in Cuyabé have their own dispatching agents both 
in Monte Video and Corumba.

prior to such introduction been within the Native Territories of 
Cape Colony. 

The importation of grass or hay grown in such Territories is also 
prohibited. 

The Director of Agriculture is empowered, however, to allow the 
introduction of horned cattle into the Transvaal under special 
permit. 





ORANGE RIVER COLONY. 


The “Cape of Good Hope Government Gazette” cf 22nd April, 
contains a Notice (No. 1 of 1910), dated 20th 
April, which has been issued for general 
information by the Chief Veterinary Surgeon at 
Cape Town, giving a list of Ports of Entry for 
livestock sent from the Cape of Good Hope into the Orange River 
Colony. 

The Notice, which also gives the Regulations in force respecting 
the introduction of various kinds of live stock into the Orange 
River Colony, may be seen by persons interested on application to 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, 
Basinghall Street, London, E.C.

If in the towns of St. Petersburg, Moscow, 
Odessa, Kieff, Warsaw or Kharkoff the sale prices of sugar shall 
exceed by 20 or more kopecks per poud, the prices fixed annually 
by the Council of Ministers the Council upon representations of 
the Minister of Finance, is empowered :— 

(1) Temporarily to discontinue the refund of duty on sugar 
exported abroad, and temporarily to discontinue the exemptions 
freeing sugar which is included in the surplus output, from excise 
and supplementary taxation ; 

(2) Temporarily to reduce the import duty on sugar, taking due 
care that the price of sugar imported from abroad shall not be 
lower than the price of sugar as fixed for each of the above- 
mentioned towns by the Council of Ministers ; 

(3) Temporarily to reduce the import duty on refined sugar 
should the prices for such sugar in any one of the above-mentioned 
towns exceed by one rouble the prices fixed by the Council of 
Ministers for raw sugar. The reduction of this import duty must 
be so calculated that the price of refined sugar imported from 
abroad shall not exceed by more than one rouble the corresponding 
prices fixed for raw sugar. 

The measures referred to above are, in each instance, to come into 
force not earlier than one week from the date of their promulgation 
in the ‘Official Messenger” and are not to apply to sugar 
exported :— 

(a) to Persia via the Caspian and land frontiers ; 

(b) to other Asiatic countries adjoining Russia, via the land 
frontier only ; 

(c) to Finland ; if such sugar is certified by the Finnish Customs 

Authorities as being destined for home consumption.

SWEDEN. 


The British Acting Consul at Stockholm (Mr. W. Sterling) reports 
that, according to the Swedish press, Mr. Ernst 
Fagerstrom, an engineer, has invented a rever- 
sible turbine. When the turbine was exhibited 
recently, the axle stopped instantaneously and 
equally instantaneously was reversed. The reversal is caused by 
the direct effect of the steam on the turbine wheel without coup- 
lings, and can be caused by turning a wheel placed, in the case of 
a ship, on the steering bridge or other suitable place on board. It 
is claimed that the Fagerstrém turbine can be used with advantage 
in loccmotives, locomobiles and heavy automobile drays, but its 
special purpose is for ships. Its secrecy lies in its reversibility, and 
in the ability to make the speed of the propeller axle independent 
of that of the turbine axle. The inventor claims that the adoption 
of his patent will reduce the weight of the engines carried by ships, 
since, owing to the power of reversing, one turbine can be used in 
the place of two hitherto carried.

The stocks of sulphur existing on 3lst July, 1909 (604,598 
metric tons) were valued at 44,741,326 lire (1,789,652/.). Of these, 
397,977 metric tons were at Porto Empedocle, 163,531 metric tons 
at Licata, 40,648 metric tons at Catania, 2,090 metric tons at 
Termini, and 352 metric tons at Palermo. The gross profits for 
the year 1908-9 amounted to 420,253/., and the expenses and losses 
to 301,796. 

It will be seen from the above figures that the Sicilian sulphur 
problem is very far, as yet,from solution. The closing down of smaller 
mines and the decreased supply of labour owing to emigration have 
contributed to reduce the output somewhat, which cannot but be 
regarded as beneficial. When, however, it is observed that the United 
States of America only took 12,484 metric tons of Sicilian sulphur 
in 1908, as compared with 107,904 tons in 1904 and 165,813 tons 
in 1900, it will be realised what a serious loss that of the American 
market has been. ‘The two principal customers for Italian sulphur 
now are Continental Italy and France. Owing, however, to the 
development of sulphur mining in other Italian provinces, the 
Italian consumption of Sicilian sulphur has greatly decreased. 

The Commission appointed by the Italian Government in October, 
1908, to consider the problem of over-production and the advisa- 
bility of modification in the Act which instituted the Consorzio, 
made certain recommendations last year, and a Bill (see ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ” of 10th August, 1909, p. 391) was brought in by 
the Government with the object of simplifying administration, 
discouraging excessive output, paying off charges, and permitting 
the sale of stocks and annual production to private companies under 
contract. This last provision, however, provoked so much criticism 
and dissent that it was dropped, and the provisions of the Bill as 
amended by a Parliamentary Commission were temporarily put into 
force, pending ratification by Parliament, by a Royal decree dated

Hokkaido in 1909 was checked by the unsettled 
state of trade owing to the depression of the last few years; 
nevertheless, no diminution appears in the total output. So far 
as coal, the chief mineral product of the Hokkaido, is concerned, 
there was an increase of slightly more than 5 per cent. as compared 
with 1908, but the production largely exceeded the demand, and 
large stocks remain on hand. ‘The production of sulphur in 1909 
was more than 10 per cent. greater than in 1908. 
The total production of minerals in the Hokkaido in 1908 and 
1909 was as follows :—

The production of gold, iron, manganese, and kerosene de- 
creased in 1909, but in all the other mining products there was a 
considerable increase, especially in silver, copper, and magnetic 
iron. With regard to silver and copper, the recent opening of the 
smelting works at the Kunitomi mine in Shiribeshi accounts for 
the increases. ‘The increase in the production of magnetic iron in 
1909 was chiefly due to the employment of that mineral for the 
production of pig iron by the Hokkaido Colliery and Steamship 
Company at Muroran. 

With the exception of coal and sulphur, the whole of the above 
minerals find a market in Japan. ‘The coal exported goes chiefly 
through Yokohama, The largest export of sulphur is to 
Melbourne.

The British Acting Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. E.

Hambloch) has forwarded the following par- 
ticulars regarding the importation and produc- 
tion of rice in Brazil, and in particular regarding 
its cultivation in the Rio consular district :-— 
Rice grows very well in Brazil, the condi- 


tions being everywhere favourable, especially in the North. As 
regards the consular district of Rio de Janeiro, there are extensive 
natural rice fields in Matto Grosso. ‘The Red Pachola variety, or 
mountain rice, is grown on a large scale in the States of Rio de 
Janeiro, Kspirito Santo and Minas Geraes. The methods of culti- 
vation in the majority of States still leave much to be desired. 

The principal rice-producing districts in the State of Rio de 
Janeiro are the following :—Miracema, Monte Verde, Sao Fidelis, 
Macahé, Magdalena, Campos, Itabapoana, and Rio Bonito. Pro- 
duction in this State is steadily increasing. In 1906 it exported 
to other parts of Brazil 378,600 kilogs. of rice, and in 1907 this 
export had increased to 926,880 kilogs. 

In the State of Espirito Santo, the centre of production is the 
district of Cachoeiro de Itapermerim. 

The State of Minas Geraes has, like Rio de Janeiro and 
Sao Paulo, made great progress in the cultivation of rice. The 
most modern machinery is used for cultivation, threshing and 
decortication. From 1897 to 1904 the average annual export of 
rice from this State to other parts of Brazil was 485,558 kilogs. ; 
in 1905 it had increased to 887,043 kilogs.; and in 1906 and 
1907 to 4,122,708 kilogs. and 8,258,457 kilogs. respectively. 
From these figures it will be seen that the development of this 
branch of agriculture has been very great. 

The consumption of rice in Brazil is very considerable ; it forms, 
in fact, a staple food and appears on the table at every meal. 
This fact accounts for the large importation of rice from abroad, 
especially from British India. The imports of rice into Brazil 


during the years 1904 to 1908 inclusive were as follows :—

These figures show a great decline, due both to the protective tariff 
and to the increased care bestowed on the cultivation of rice.

the time of writing (10th May) showed signs of improvement, it was 
hoped that a large percentage of shoots would be fit for planting out 
at the beginning of June. 

No approximately accurate estimate of the probable volume of 
the crop is as yet possible. Even should the plants do well during 
the next three months, up to the harvest, which takes place in 
September, there is always the risk of the fields being flooded 
when the Yangtze and its tributaries rise in July and August. 

1908 and 1909 were bad years, although the quantity exported 
from Wuhu was well up to the average of the decennial period. 
Stocks are, therefore, at present seriously depleted, with the 
result that the price of rice in Wuhu stands at the unusually high 
figure of 80 cash per sheng (about ‘9d. per lb.). 

The following figures show the quantities of rice shipped from 
Wuhu, chiefly to Shanghai, Canton and Swatow, during the years

by the duty, has been raised to 6 roubles and even higher, it 
is evident that any attempt to import foreign cement on a 
large scale could only result in the price of the Russian 
cement being dropped. For the execution of Government con- 
tracts the use of Russian cement is insisted upon. A _ local 
cement factory on the Ussuri Railway, in the neighbourhood of 
Spasskaya, was opened in the early part of 1909 with machinery 
from Belgium, and there is talk of constructing another one in the 
Khabarovsk district. ‘The consumption of cement for Government 
purposes, during the next five or six years at least, promises to be 
very large indeed. It will be required notably for the Amur 
railway, while the use of reinforced concrete for buildings, stores, 
&ec. is distinctly on the increase. 


During the last three or four years several efforts have been made 
to sell frozen Siberian salmon in Europe, mainly in 
London, Hamburg and Baltic ports. ‘These efforts 
have, as a whole, been disappointing, mainly on 
account of the failure to catch sufficient fish to make the venture 
profitable. This, however, should be attributed not to the lack of 
fish but to inadequate knowledge of the fishing grounds. The 
industry is now in the way of being better organised; an under- 
taking tor the shipping on a large scale of frozen fish, mainly from 
Kamchatka, to Europe has been established by a firm in conjunc- 
tion with local fishermen, and should be in full working order in 
1910. The Amur fisheries, too, which have long been worked in 
an unscientific manner, are now being handled by fishermen trom 
European Russia under better methods and with more satisfactory 
results. Accurate figures as to the amounts of the catches are 
not to be had, but it is officially estimated that about 40,000,000 
fish of the salmon tribe are annually caught in the rivers and off 
the coasts of the maritime province, Kamchatka and Sakhalin; of 
these some 30,000,000 are taken in the mouth of the Amur. About 
10,000,000 fish are exported every year to Japan salted in the 
crudest manner, mainly in the holds of the fishing schooners. 

Special arrangements have been made within the last two years by 
the railways with a view to facilitating the sale of frozen fish from 
the Amur in European Russia, and there has been a considerable 
increase in the demand. A through rate of freight to Moscow of 
1 rouble 85 copecks per poud has been conceded, and the price on 
the Amur and estuary has risen from 3-4 roubles per 100 fish to 
an average in 1907 of 12 roubles 50 copecks. The fish indeed 
now penetrate into markets previously supplied by the Volga- 
Caspian fisheries. 

There should be mentioned a newly established export of the 
herring caught in the waters of the Golden Horn and Amur Bays. 
The quantity exported in 1908 is given as 1,981 tons, but the 
supply of fish is large, and the trade, when organised, should permit

a local consumption of some importance, the prospects of expansion 
are good. From 1907 to 1909 the prices in Vladivostok for 
winter herring were from 1 rouble 50 copecks to 3 roubles per 
100, and for the early spring catch from 40 copecks to 1 rouble 
20 copecks.
